1. This office action is in response to the remarks and amendment filed on 10/20/03. 
Claims 1-24 have been cancelled. New claims 25-34 are pending and allowed.

2- 2fy (Amended) A method of identifying a compound that modifies activity of an 
active potassium channel protein comprising: 

a) providing a cell expressing a potassium channel protein, said potassium channel 
protein being encoded by a polynucleotide molecule, the complement of which 
hybridizes to nucleotides 6 through 3257 of SEQ ID NO:1 under stringent conditions, 
wherein the stringent conditions comprise washing twice in 2 x SSC 
containing 0.1% SDS followed by a third washing step, wherein the third 
washing step is carried out in a solution selected from the group consisting 
of 0.5 x SSC containing 0.1% SDS. 0.2 x SSC containing 0.1% SDS. and 0.1 x 
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SSC containing 0.1% SDS, and wherein said potassium channel protein has 
selective ion flow activity of the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO:1, 

b) activating said potassium channel protein, 

c) treating said cell with a test compound, and 

d) detecting a change in activity of said potassium channel 

protein, thereby identifying a compound that modifies activity of an active potassium 
channel protein.
